Green Peas Are 
Good Frozen 


Green peas are the most popu lar 
of all frozen vegetab les and the 
annu al pack is larger than that of 
any other vegetab le. Nevertheless, 
some frozen peas have an off- 
flavor which has b een of concern 
to packers and retailers as well as 
to the hou sewife. 
To learn the cau se of this off- 
flavor, scientists of the Western 
Regional Lab oratory of the U, S. 
Department of Agricu ltu re recent­ 
ly made an investigation of frozen 
peas, checking every step of the 
process from harvesting in the 
field throu gh freezing and :torage.

Most significant reaction to the 
Molotov note-exchange w'as the 
way the Russian people gobbled 
up the newspapers that morning.

In other wmrds, peaceful nego­ 
tiations with the United States 
was hot, burning news.

Mickey 
Mouse w'atches to go along with 
any propaganda messages to Rus­ 
sia. The Harman Watch company 
has offered the same. The Schut- 
ter Candy company of Chicago 
volunteered a million candy bars, 
w'hile John Paul Jones of Frank ­ 
lin, Pa., offered 1,200 pounds of 
candy . 
In Germany , after V-E day , the 
Russians went whld over wmist 
w'atches, especially Mickey Mouse 
watches. 
In Austria, large num­ 
bers of the Red army have de­ 
serted—largely because they have 
come to realize the benefits of 
w'estern civili 2:ation. 
Even Aus­ 
tria, war-torn and tawdry as it 
is right now, looks a lot better 
than Russian Communism. 
Penetrating the Iron Curtain 
So one of our problems is to 
let the Russian people realize that 
our much-criticized capitalism has 
a lot of advantages they don’t 
know about, and second, that we 
are not anxious to ram any thing 
dowm any nation’s throat — ex­ 
cept peace. 
And if some WTist watches, or 
Sears-Roebuck catalogues, or can­ 
dy or some other kind of propa­ 
ganda dropped over or smuggled 
into Russia would help, let’s try 
it. 
It may be a small step, but 
at least it’s a step in the right 
direction — and better than sit­ 
ting on our hands. 
And if the state department is 
sitting on its hands because it’s 
hamstrung for propaganda funds, 
I know a lot of Americans who 
will gladly contribute or cooper­ 
ate in every way possible. 
They 
feel more deeply Üian our diplo­ 
mats can ever imagine about the 
dangers of war and our hopes for 
peace. 
And while they are will­ 
ing to pay taxes to build up 
a 
big air force and any other re­ 
armament necessary . 
They also 
want more done than mere nega­ 
tive defense. 
They w'ant to see 
concrete, continuous positive steps 
taken to head off war. 
One of the surest w'ays to head 
off w'ar is to show the Russian 
people that 
w'e, 
the American 
people, aren’t what the 14 men 
in the Kremlin say we are. 
As long as the Kremlin knows
